Thix
most respeoted of all women, living or
dead, lsy 10 a great four-posted bed nnd
made s shruvken atom, whose aged
face and figure were a oruel mockery ot
the fair girl who in 1837 began to rale
over Kogland. Arouuu her were gath
?red almosy every descendant of her

ine.

Well within in view of her dyisg
eyes there hung a poruait of the prine:
eonsore, Iuwas he who designed the
room and every part of the castle. lu
soarcely audible words the white
haired bishop of Winchester prayed be
side ber, as he had often prayed witn
his rovereign, fur he was her chaplaio
av Windsor. With bowed heads theim
perivus ruer of the German enpire
and the man who now is king of Eug
Ised, the woman who has succecdec
to the title of queen, tho princes and
prinocsses and tuose of lers than royal
designation, listened to the bishop'e
oeaBeless prayer.

8Bix o'clock passed. The bishopcon
tioued his iutercession. One of the
younger children a-ked a question in a
shrill childish trevle and was immed
istely silenced. The women of the
royal famly sobbed faintly and the
men shuffled uncasily.

It was feared 1hae the queen was dy
ingab,ut 9 o'clock 1m the moroing aud
earriages were sent to Usporue cot
tage and the rectory to bring all the
privocs and princceses and the bishop
of Winchester to her buodside, 1.

At the offices of the lord ohamber-
lain, av B, James palace, of the city
rrmembrare v, guid hall. and at the
oullege of Acra'ds, the cfisials were
busy tiday, even before the ceath of
the quecn w.s snnounced, preparing
forthe forma'iies which will attend
the proolaim nz of a vew ruler of the
United Kivgcom and Iodia.  All the
sueient pazettes, court oiroulars and
other papers which deseribe the oere-
wmorial of 1837, had been takon from
the librarics that the officials may
lawiliarizs themselves with the forms
of pawcavtry whereby a sovereign 1s
proclaimed.

Amended 80 That Most of the
Profits Will Go.

TO COUNTIES AND TOWNS.

The House of Representatives
Passes Sevaral Other Import-
ant Acts. The Procead-
ing In Detall.

The House di of oonsiderable
bnsiness on Wednesday. There was
quite am nnexpecied skirmish over Mr.
U K. Ribioson's bill to smend the act
inoorpormi:! Olemson Osl'exe. The
bill provided that the incorporation of
Ulemson College should not abrogate
the chartirs of the towes of Oalheoun
and Juotra!l Afrer some diseussion
the bill passed when amended so that
no dispensary will ever be established
st Calboun.

There was a long fight over Mr.
Lide's bill to prevent the ssle of goods,
wares or merchandise within one mile
of any oamp grouad or place of holdiog
relieinus exeroises outside of an incor
pora ed town or oity. Mr. Lide ex-
tluved thet the real purpose of the
bill 16 to keep blind tizers away from
religions oamp meetings. They come
thire in the guise of innocent traders,
sel ing lemonsde, ete. After some con-
sid-rable discussion the bill passed its
seciod reading. The priccipsl pro-
visions of the bill are thatit shall be
unlaaful for any itinerant trader or
tradesman other than established deal
ers of the community to offer for sale
any goods, wares or merchandise within
one half mile ¢f any eamp ground, or
other place of religions meetiogs while
the meetings are in progress ountside an
incorporated town e oity, execspt with
tre permission of the trastees or other
bcard of mansgemeut of such mestiog,
provided that nothiog in this aet shall
appiy to verders of fraits and vegeda
blis and other farm produots.

The following pisscd second reading
without any discussion:

Mr. McGowan's bill to make ita
misdemennor to destroy personal prop
erty. The law as it now stands pro-
tects horses, cows, shesp, ets. The
author applies existing law more gen-
erally.

Mr. Baeit's bill to confer the degree
of bachelor of sciences upon graduates
of the Bouth Carolina Military moad-
emy, oto. The law as it was passed
last year read ‘‘oadets’ instead or;nd
ustes.

Also Mr. MoGowan’s bill to require
any eourts of this State to receive as
evidence the laws and erdinances of
any town or oity in this Siate, when
the same shall be ceriified to by the
clerk orother officer of the towa oroity

uander gha 2 the monieipal cor
psftion wherein suo -
anoes are or were or foroe.

The third of Mr. McGowan's billee' »
pass second realing Tharsday was
that to anthorize and empower oities,
towns, towoships, school distriots,
special eehool distriots and couaries to
1s:u3 negotiable coupon bonds for the
refunding or psymeant, in whole or
jart, of any valid bonded indebtedness
heretofors or hereafter contracted, eto.
Mr. McGowan explained that there
is one law now giving these privileges
to oertain oities and oconnties He
wanted to incorporate the proviaions
into s peneral statute.

The fight of the day whish presented
amusiog features was over Cape. J. H.
Brooks’ bill to provide for a eapitation
dog tax. This is & matter which has
ever been regarded lighily by some
people, but it becomes mors and more
«erions each year. A similar bill has
buen pressnted every yeur for several
se:gions and eswoh time the anthor has
been laughed at. Osp. Bro ks stated
if any odium bes attack:d to the
introduction of such s messare, he was
willing to endure it, in behaif of his
conctituenoy in order to proteots the
sheep raising industry in Svuth Csro-
lina.

Thbe bill was killed by a narrow mar-
gin, and it is probable that Capt.
Dean’s bill on the same subj:ot has
gained strength from the sirong baock-
1og exhioied by Capt Bror k< bill.

AS TO LIQUOR PROFITS

The last ficht of the day was on Mr.
Gunter's bill to apportion the net pro-
fits derived from the esle of liguor.

Mr. Guater mado a longthy talk upoo
the feaiure of the bill, and explaned
1t very clearly.

Mr Crofu alao favored the bill. Me.
Kfird inquired if its provisions would
be coasticutional.  Mr. Orofc explained
thst they wonld.

Mr de Loyach of York announced his
opposition to the bill.

Mr. Efird- Have you any dispensa
ries in Yui k county?

Mr. do Loash—Thank God we have
not.

Mr. Efirl—1 oan then understand
why you opponse the bill.

Mr. de Loach then explained the at
titude of York eonaty to the dispem-
sary. There nevir had beon butone dis-
penssry in the eounty and it was at =
town of 12 male andult inhabitants, and
even that dispsnsary bas been abolish-
ed. The bill sceks to foree eounties
like York to adopt the dispensary sys
toem.

Mr. Oroft asked saavely why the peo-
ple of York, so honorable and pure,ote.,
wero opposed to the sale of lignor amd
yot wers williog to 1ake that county's
share of publio school funds from li-
quaor profits,

Mi. de Losch answored that the dis
pensary is a Hiate and not s loeal Insti-
tutivn. This bill is promoted by no
noble motive. It isan outrageons om-
deavor to foree upon the peopls of York
sod other such counties the adoption of
an obmexious system by holdicg eu:
the tempting bait of profit. Hoe eulo-
gis:d the people of York us a progres-
sive and noble pauple.

Mr. Prinoe wanted to know if the
poople of Lork wera all that Mr. de
Losoh had pistured them —fAghting the
anful traffio in liquor—why should
they touch the flithy lwere e ming
from itwsale? Ho warmly refoted the
ohange of ignoble motive. (Mr. de
Loach disclaimed using the word ig
noble.) Mr Prince then declared
broadly that he was net the man (o
fores the sale of liquor upon any peo-
ple. But, if this wrafls is to be kept
up, should mot these sowntiss which

be, reoceive the Prioe of the father's de-
basuchery to build up the character of
their children? Anderson county had
for years been pouring money into the
dispensary coffers, merely to see it
parooled ameng ocounties which eon-
tributed nothing. He agreed with Mr
Oroft that thore ocounties which are
put to the trouble aod expense of po-
lioing the dispensary system should
got the lion’s share.

The bill with all the oo nmittee
amendments then  passed secord
readiog. The bill provides that oo and
after April 1st, 2 per-cent of said net
profits sre to go te the Siate, to be dis

per cent. of the said vet profits to go
to rhe several towns and oities in which
the dispeasaries are locared, and 53 per
cent. 10 go to the reveral counties in
which the dispensaries are loosted.
The county commisioners in esch of the
various countiem in which dispensaries
are loeated, shall apportion the net pro-
fits coming to each e)unty, as provided
by this aet, in the followiog manoer:
That not less than 10 per ocnt. of said
profits to buap;lied to the schoo's of
oouaty, and the remainder of said pro-
fits to be distribu ed for the uses and
benefits of said county, as the sounty
board of comm ssinners may see fit.

THE CHILD LABOR BILL,

A Majority of the Benate Committee
Against It,

In the senate Friady three reports
were tubmitted from the committee en
commeros and msoufaciures on the
child lator bill. The majority of the
oum nittee, consisting of Seastors Bal
livan, Barawell, Brown, Barratt, Suan-
laod, Dean and Gaines, simply made
an unfavorable report. Senators May-
feld, Glonn and Caughman submitted
a substitue bill, whioh is as follows:

A bill to prevent ohildren uander 12
yeara of age from working in the fao-
tories, mines and textile manufsotur-
ing establishments of this State uader
conditions therein stated, and to pro-
vide punishment for violations of thia
act, and for other purposes.

Be it epscted by the general assem-
bly of the State of South Carolioa:

Section 1 That from and after the
first day of May, 1901. no child under
the ag : of 12 years shall be emp.oyed
in any factory, mine or textile mana-
facturing establishmeat of this Biate;
and that from and after the firat day
of May, 1902 no child under the age
off 11 shall be employed i1n any factory,
tory, mine or textile estavlhishment of
this State; that from and efter the first
day of May 1903, no ohiid uader the age
of 12 years shall be employed iu any
faa ory, mine or textile es:sblishment
of this State; and that after May 1,
1901, no cniid shall be allowed to work
ls.t.er than 8 o'clook at night or belore

a. .

Beo. 2. That from and after the firat
day of Janusry, 1902, no ohild unaer
the age of 15 years shall be employed
ia aoy lmlor}, ming or textile esiad.
lishment of this State unless said child
or it parent shall make satisfaciory
»"0f that the said ohild bas, daring
the , st 12 months, attended vome pub~
lio echoo: at least for months; and thas
for this pu:posses the cerificate of the
teacher or the record of the school
where said ohiid attended shall by
prime facte proof that said child has so
complied with the provisions of this
aot.

8eo0. 3. That every ownor, superin-
teudent, manager or oversecr of soy
factory, mine or textile manufaciur-

S8ome Further Facts About This
Piant Disease

HOWN TO PREVENT IT.

Fac's Ab>ut a New Enemy of
Cotfon That all Who Plant
the Stap'e Ought to
Know.

A few weeks ago we published some
facts eoncernimg the eotton wilt, and
this week we published some additional
facts coneerning this new euemy to the
cotton plent:

PREVENTIVE MEASURES.

In the cotton wilt, as in many other
plan: disesses, certain prevestive or
palliative measures, based on our
kooxledge of the way the disesse
spreads, are veryimportant. These are
as fullows:

1. Rotationof Crops —Land onee in
feoted with 1his direase has never been
freed from it. It is important, there
fore, that such lsnd ahould not be
planted for saveral yeara to okra or any
variety of cotton enbject to this dis-
ease. The length of time the fungus
will live in the soil is not yet deter
mined, but four years' rest has proved
sufficient in several cases. Other
orops, a8 oorn, cowpeas, cacbage, water
melon, eto —may, it is8 believed, be
planied on this land with safety.

The greatest spread of the wilt dis-
ease is by tho direst growth of the fua-
gus through the soil from diseased to
healthyareas. On thisaccountan area
considerably larger than that on which
the plants are wilted should be inoluded
in this rotation.

2 Removalof Disessed Plants.—An-
other important sources of infection is
the discased plants themselves. The
fungus produces on the dead stems and
roots great numbers of spores, which
are carried to other places in & variety
of ways. All diseased plants should be
pulled and burned as soon as discover
ed, so asto prevent the di-persion of
the fungus spores which will finally
cover them. "

8 Avoidance of Bpread by Oattle,
Tools, Eto.—The writer's observations
in various places in South Carolina dur
ing the past two years lead him to be
liave that esttle gaxing in the felds
sproad the disease.

4. Oare of the Compost Heap.—The
fungus is sometimes introdnoed into the
barnyard and eompost heap, 8o that the
manure becomes m source of gemeral
infeotion to healthy fields. The utmost
care should be taken to keep diseased
plants out of the manure, and if there
arc any indiocations that such plants
have found their way into the manurs,
all such manure and compost should be
nsed on laud where cotton will never
be planted.

here is no objection to the use of
stable manure which does not contain
the spores of the cotton wilt faogus,
bat experienoce has shown that in the
oase of the closely allied watermelon
wilt fungus & barnyard opeo infeeted
will remain #0 for many years, and that
all maoure taken ont of it wiil be like
Iy to spread the disease. The same is
probably true of the eotton wilt fua:
gus.

The most encounraging resaulta have
come from the endeavor of the depsart
men* to fiad a raee of estton which oan
be grown on the infected lands. Thers
ars always some plants in every field
whioh resist the cisesss to a grater or
less extent, and it frcquently hapjens
that of two plants in the same hill,
¢qually exposcd to infection, one will
die and the othar live to the end of the
sesson. All degrees of resistance may
be fouund, from plaants npearly killed by
the wilt disesse to those entirely
healthy., The latter aro comparatively
uncommon, however.

D.flerent raoces of sotton vary coneid.
erably in their susoeptibility to the wilt
disease. This was shown by an experi
meot oarried out by *he department on
the farm of Mr. H. L. Galloway, at Dul-
lon, 8. O,

It will be seen that some of the best
kinds are among those most injured by
this dilclﬂei but there were one or
wore plavts 10 oach race that entirely
withatood the dizease, and the seed
from these has been saved with the in
tention of scouriog valuable resistant
strains by ocross breediog them.

The ability of certain cotton plants to
grow on infeoted land is duoe to the fact
that the wilt fungus is naable to enter
their prineipal root system and not to
soy lack of infeotion, This has been
datermined by miocrosoplo examination.
That infection of these plants has real
ly taken place may be demonstiated by
an ¢xamination of their roots for the
little tmits of rootlets whieh mark the
locatiea of infestions. The roe:s of
plants taken from the row of Janno-
viteh eoiton were atiscked by the fun
gus in ever s hundred piaces, as fuuad
by sotual eount, yet in no ease did the
parasite pemeirate as far as the main
stem, while plants of king cotion in the
sdjsining row were completely over
some. As determined by numerouns mi-
sroscople examimations each little tuft
of roots marks s poias attacked by the
fmogus, s0 that shere ean be no doubt
of whe thoroughness of the infeesion
wnd, furthermore, nodoubs thatsuoh
plasts are aetually resistant te the fun-
gan.

It is evident that such sn cfeot as,
the fumgus has produced Lere must in-
jure the plant considerably amd this
was found 10 be the onse. Tho avarage
haight of plants grown en the infested
land was iwenty-three imshes, waile
plants on adjoining land very slightiy
1sfestad grew forty iwo imehes high.
Such imjury as this would of course
greatly shorten the erop, but the indi
eations are that seed seleoted frem the
most vigoreus plaats will be more re-
sistant than the average. Tho best

lants in our experimencal plois on the

afastod land ware nesrly squal te thoss

a smaller number of root tults.

I this conneotion the most important
question is wheiher this quality of re-
sistanco to disesse is transmissible
through the seed to sucseeding genera
tions. An experimentdcsigned to settle
this point proved s remarkshle suesess.

ers, of James Island, B. 0., ahoscleoted
s healthy plant of sea island cotton that
grew in a badly blighted field in 1899
The seed from this resistant plant was
saved and planted in a piogle row
through a ficld that had been infioted

-| with the wilt disease for several years,

The adjrining rows were planted with
seed from his main erep, growpon noan-
infeoted land. The wilt disease made
almost & clean sweep through the ordi
nary cotton, 95 per cent of the plaots
being killed, while in the row planted
with secd from the resistant plans not
annogle plant was kiiled by the wilt
disesse.

These plants were vigorous snd pro
duorive. The dwarfing noted ia B.yp-
tiso asd upland ocotton grown bv the
writer on infected land at Dillon, B. O,
was not 2o marked here. The quality
of ths lint good, thongh not equil to
the erop from which the relection was
made. Itis believed, however, that by
continued oross breeding and selestion
in snoceceding years the quality of the
eotton may be improved without loss of
resistanes to the wilt disease. Work
along this line has already been started
in & small way by the department,
which it is hoped may be enlarged.

It hss been showan that muoh can be
sccomplished in the control of the wilt
diseass of cotion by simply selecting
seed from resistant plants. It 18 very
probable that better resalts will be ob-
tained by oross breeding those resistant
individuals, forin this way the resis-
tant qualities of two plants will be
oombined and there will be added the
increased vigor which wusually comen
from e.jesing. On the other hand, if
the flowers of a resistant eotton pflm
should be fertilised by pollen brought
by inseots from = disesssd plant, as
may essily happen in the field, plants
grown from the resultiog seeds will
very likely be less resistant than if they
had been fertilized by pollea from an-
other res'stant plant. On this acoount,
in the selection of resistant races, it will
be desirable (9 cross by hand as many
flowera as possible in order to increase
the chances of suooess,

In connection with the work of the
department & large number of erosses
between resistant plants have slready
been made. It has been our aim to se-
cure resistant claims from our common
races by eross fertilizing plants ef the
same race, and at the same time to in-
crease the produetivenes: and improve
the quality by selecting the best plants
of esch sort for breeding.

long staple upland cotton, by hybridis-
ing resiscans piants of tne common wup-
land races with the EKgyptian ocotton.
Lt in rere decicahla that sveryans who
nudertakes the breeding of resistant
cotton should at the same time pay
great sitent'on to sesuring a more pro-
ductive race aod a finer quality of
staple.
OONCLUSION.

There is & great promise of a eme-
ocasful remedy for the cotton wilt dis
case ia seleotion of secds frim healihy
plants growing on iufeoted soils and
by continning to select aud oross breed
the most resistant planis in snceeeding
orops with a view both to resistance
and quality of staple.

It would be well in the oase of up-
land os.ton to start wich a race like the
Jackson, which is already highly re-
sis:aat, and 1mprove and fix che quality
by carcful oross breeding aad selootion.
lo plsoes where this cluster type of
cotton is undesirable a res swant strain
of the sorts eommouly oultivated oan
probably be ootsined by cross breeding
and releotion. lcis hardly to Le ex
peeted that this proeess will result in
prieotly immune rsoe the first year.
Even though much of the cotton be
cume disessed, the seleotion shoald be
ocntinued each sucoceding year until
the qualiiy of resistaoce s fixed.

la the case of the sea 1sland colton,
where leogth and fine quality of suaple
are essenuial, the process of selcotion
aod breeding should bs the same. Re
8istanoo Lo disease must be the primary
requisite, and from the resistant plants
those bearing the finest lint may be
selceted,

The Egyptian oottons will probably
prove of the greatest value when cross
od with cur upland races 8o as to add
the vigor snd quaality of the former to
the productivencss of the latter. It is
hoped that the department will be able
;o extend its work along this promising
ine,

In addition to selestion for resistance
all praocticable preventive measures
should be applied. Rocation of erops is
even mo.e important on thess infeoted
soils than on healthy ones, for the eon-
tiaual growing of cotton on these lands
will 1nerease the amount of disesse and
decrease the resistanoce of the ocotton,

Prompt destruction of diseased plants
in slso very important. Every cffor:
shou!d be made to avoid the iafeo.ion of
hoalthy ficlds by animsls, tools, wash
water from diseased fields, diseased
plants, iufeoted compost, eto. Aw al
ready stated, land osos infected with
this dissase remains infeeted for an un-
knewn peried.

Purposes and Ideais of the Demo-
cratic Leaders Journalistic
: Enterprises Told In the
First lssue.

A dispateh from Lineoln, Nebrasks,
says the first puamber of ‘‘I'be Uommo-
aer,” the weekly paper published by
William J. ap, mas issmed Wednes-
day afternodn. It is a nest-appéaring
sheet typograhisally. The following is
the salutatory:

THE COMMONER.

Webster defiaes s commoner as “‘one
of the eommoa psople.” The name has
boen selested for this papsr beocause
The Commoner will endeavor to aid
the common people in the protestion of
their rights, the advancement of their
intereats scd the real:mation of their
aspirations.

It is not neecessary to apologize for
the use of a term which distinguishes
the grest body of the populstion from
the ocomparativeley fow who, for one
reasson or snother, withdraw them-
selves from sympathetio econnection
with their fellows. Among the Groeks
**hoi polloi” was wused to describe the
many, whilo amocg the Romans the
word ‘‘plebs” was employed for the
same purpose. These appellations, like
‘“‘the common people,” have been as-
sumed with pride by those to whom
they were applied, while they have
been used as terms of reproach by
those who ocointed themselvss among
the aristoeratie classes. Within recent
years there has been a growiog ten-
denoy in soms quartsrs to denonace ss
demsgogia any referenca to, of praise
of, the common people,

Qae editor io a late issue of his paper
takes exoeption to the phrases and
says:

**This expression is an ill-chosen one
and should have no lcdgment in the
vooabulary of an American patriot and
statcsman, If we sought iis origin, we
would look for it in that specicus dem-
agopy which has evolved the profes-
sional politicisn, arrsyed country
against town —the farmer and his eons
sad danghters against the business and
professional men and their sons and
dsughters—espital against Iabor, and
built up sgainst neighbors the impreg-
nable barriers of prejadiocs and hate.”

This quotation ia reprodused because
it fairly represents the vicws of those
who oriticizs the expression, [t has,
however, an eminently respectsble ori-

in. Imthe same chapter io. which

hiist condensed man's daty to his fel-
lowa into the comme—to—=r
L] ove Bt -
the same ochspter in whish he de-
nounced those who devour widows’
houses and for s pretenss maka lon
prayers—in this ssme ohapter 1t is sai
of Him, “The common people heard
Him gladly.”

No bigher compliment was ever paid
to any class.

The term, ““the common people,” is
properly used to desoribe the large ma-
jority of the people—thosa who earn
their living and give to socicty a fair
retarn for the benefi bestowed by
sooiety—those who in their daily lives
recogaize the ties which bind together
the mass of the people who have a
comren lot and & common hops.
Bometimes they are ocalled **¢he middle
classes”’ because paupers and criminals
ara exoluded on the one hand, while on
the other hand some exiimle them-

pride of buth. The commin people
form the industrions, ioteiligent and
patriotio element of our prpulation;
they produes the nation's wealth ia
time of peace and fight tho nation's
battlesin tima of war. Thney ara solf-
reliant and independent; they ask of
government nothing but justice snd
will not bo satisfi:d with less. They
ars not seeking to get their hands into
other people's pockets, but are content
if they ean keep other people's hands
out of their pokets.

The common people do not constitate
an exoulsive socicty—they are mnot of
the four hundred; snd one can become
s member if hois williog to contribute
by brain or muscle to the nation's
strength and greatness. Oaly thoso are
barred—and they are barred by their
own choicc—who imagine themsclvas
made of a supirior kicd of clay sad
wno deny the cquality of all bafore the
law.

A rich man, who has honsstly so-
quired his weslth and who is not alraid
to intrust its care to laws made by his
fellows, oan count himself among the
common people, while & poor maa is
not really not one of thym if ha fawns
before a plutocrat and has ny higher
swbition than to ba & courtier ora
sycophant.

The Commoner will be satisfisd if,
by fidelity to the common people, ib
proves ita right to the namas whioh it
has chosen.
